EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. An After-Final Amendment was filed 2/17/04 in which Claims 1-4 and 10 were cancelled. 

2. Claims 5-9, 11 and 12 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a vehicle 
occupant protection apparatus comprising, inter alia, 

a device for sensing an object/person disposed separately from a control device for the 
protection device, the sensing device including a memory, and a control unit connected to the 
memory for storing data from the control device.
